Fahr.," Ealrr. stands tor* Fahrenheit, 
a Prussian merchant of Dautsic, im the 
■hoses of the Baltic Sea. His full name 

Gabriel Daniel Fahrenheit, 
From a boy ho was a ch> er of 

nature, and when only nineteen v 
old, in the remarkably oold winter of 
1 r09, he experimented by putting snow 
and salt together and noticed that it 
produced a degree of cold equal to the 
coldest day of that year. As that day 
was tho coldest the oldest inhabitant 
could remember, Gabriel was the more 
struck with the coincidence of his littlo 

i tine discovery, and hastily concluded 
that he had found the lowest degree of 
temperature known in the world, either 
natural or artificial. lie called that dc- 

/en\ and constructed a therm. 

par a rude weather-glass, with a scale 
graduated tip from zero to boiling point, 

which he numbered 212, and the fi 

ing point 32 — because, as he thought, 
mercury contracted the thirty-second of

The Apples of Sodom. 

In "Murry's ITand-Book for Syria and 
Palestine" we find the following most in- 
teresting description of the "apples of 
Sodom," a figure frequently introd; 
into descriptive writing : 

"On the plain of Engedi the traveler 
will bo able to illustrate for himself a 
remarkable passage of Josephus relative 
to tho fruit called apples of Sodom." 
After speaking of the conflagration on 
■•lain, and the remaining marks of 
the lire from heaven, ho adds : 

"There are still to be set re- 

produced in fruits, which resemble eata- 
ble fruits in color, but on being plucked 
with the hands are dissolved into smoke 
andai t. J,, rv, 8 4.) Here be- 

side a rivulet a tree still grows with a 
singular kind of fruit. Its Arab name 
is osker, and the botanists call it Ascle- 
The stem is six or eight 
inches in diameter, and the height of the 
tree is f rom ten to fifteen feet. It has a 
rk-liko bark, and long, oval 
s, which, when broken off, discharges 
a milky fluid. The fruit a a largo, 

smooth applo, hanging in clusters of two 
or three, and has a fresh, blooming ap- 
pearance ; when ripe, it is of a rich, 
yellow color, suffici i the 

thirsty traveler. But on being struck 
or pressed it explodes like a puff ball, 
leaving nothing in the hand except the 
and a fow dry nbres. 
It is chiefly filled with air. In the cen- 
ter a slender pod runs through it from 
the stem, and is connected by delicate 
filaments with the rind. The pod con- 
tains a small quantity of fine silk with 
seeds. The Arabs collect the silk and 
twist it into matches for their guns, pre- 
ferring it to the common match because 
it burns freely without sulphur."
